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FOREWORD 


Estimates of School Statistics, 1982-83, the 4151 in a series, presents public school 
statistical data for the 50 states and the District of Columbia. This Research Memo 
is prepared with the assistance of the state departments of education and state 
education associations, to whom NEA Research is greatly indebted. 


These data are utilized for research, negotiations, and a variety of informational 
purposes by МЕА % state and local affiliates, legislators, government officials, and 
others. The publication provides users with timely projections of public school 
statistics prior to the final reports of state and national data by the National Center 
for Educational Statistics. 


The estimates are for the current school year (1982-83) and revisions of the last year 
(1981-82), reflecting informed projections based upon data submitted by the state 
education officials as of November, 1982. The figures are subject to revision after 
the close of the school year as the school systems’ accounts are closed and audited. 


NEA Research submits regression-based estimates of over 39 educational statistics 
to each state's department of education in the fall of the year for verification and /or 
revision. Only if an education department does not respond are original NEA 
projections published. Please note these exceptions on page 25. 


In addition, state education agencies receive reporting forms in the spring of each 
year so that they may further revise submitted data for inclusion in Rankings of the 
States, an NEA Research Memo published in June. For this reason, estimated data 
contained in these two publications may differ. 


NEA Research thanks the state education agencies for their continued cooperation, 
and recognizes the increasing difficulty associated with responding to the question- 
naire early in the academic year.

Significant Developments in Public School Statistics 


For the fifth year in a row, the major source of revenue for public 
elementary and secondary schools is the state government. The states 
are providing 50.3 percent of school revenue in 1982-83, compared to 
40.7 percent in 1972-73. 


The local government share of public school funding had been declin- 
ing steadily since 1972-73, (51.4%) and is expected to decrease from 
43.2 percent in 1981-82 to 42.3 percent in 1982-83. 


For 1982-83, the federal government’s contribution to public elemen- 
tary and secondary school revenues continues to decline—down from 
7.7 percent in 1981-82 to an estimated 7.4 percent in 1982-83. This is 
the lowest level of federal funding since the 1960's. 


The average classroom teacher salary for 1982-83 is expected to 
increase by 7.3 percent over the 1981-82 level (from $19,142 to 
$20,531). Since the consumer price index is projected to rise 7.0 
percent over the same period, the real purchasing power of teacher 
salaries has remained essentially unchanged. 


For 1982-83, fall enrollment in public elementary and secondary 
schools is estimated at 39,505,691—a decrease of 1.7 percent from the 
1981-82 estimate of 40,171,554. 


The number of public school classroom teachers is expected to decline 
by 19,255, or 0.9 percent from 1981-82 to 1982-83. Other instructional 
staff decreased by 1.4 percent, while principals and supervisors 
declined by 0.3 percent.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Each state has a state department of education (headed by a chief state school 
officer) that exercises general control over public elementary and secondary 
schools. Many states, particularly those with large numbers of small school dis- 
tricts, have intermediate administrative units operating between the state and the 
local levels. These intermediate units render consultative, advisory, and statistical 
services, and perform regulatory and inspectional functions. Some operate special- 
ized schools for vocational education, special education, and the like. The local 
school district is the basic administrative unit for the operation of elementary and 
secondary schools or for contracting for school services. The governing body of the 
district is the school board. The chief administrative officer is the superintendent of 
schools. 


Basic Administrative Units 


Because of the variety of state legislative provisions for the administration and 
operation of public schools, marked diversity is found in school organization 
throughout the United States. In 32 states, responsibility for public schools rests 
solely with school districts which are independent governmental units. In another 
two states—California and Ohio—all school systems that provide education 
through grade 12 are independent governments. However, each of these states has 
an institution of higher education operated by a city or county government. A 
"mixed" situation is found in 11 states, with the public schools that provide 
elementary and secondary education operated in some areas by independent school 
districts and elsewhere by some other type of government. In the District of 
Columbia and in five states (Alaska, Hawaii. Maryland, North Carolina, and 
Virginia) there are no independent school districts, and all public schools are 
administered by systems that are agencies of county or city governments, or of the 
state. 


A school district may operate a school system for all or for some of its children, or 
may pay other school districts for these services. These basic local units range from 
one-school rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving many thousands. 


The recorded number of basic administrative units has steadily declined from 
127,531 in 1931-32 to 15,885 in 1982-83. This continuous decline primarily reflects 
school district consolidation and reorganization. Despite this trend, four states 
(California, Illinois, Nebraska, and Texas) still have over 1,000 districts. 


The trend over the past 10 years in the declining total number of basic administra- 
tive units in the states and the District of Columbia is shown below:

Of the 15,885 basic administrative units estimated for 1982-83, 15,626 (98.3 percent) 
are operating school districts; 259 do not operate any school facility but transfer 
their pupils to other districts on a tuition basis. (See Table 1.) The comparison 
below by regional distribution of operating school districts and pupil enrollments in 
fall 1982 indicates the variation in sizes of school districts.

Average Daily Membership 


Pupils are members of a school from the date they are placed on the current roll 
until they leave permanently. Membership is the total number of pupils belonging, 
the sum of those present and those absent. Average daily membership (ADM) for 
the school year is an average obtained by dividing the aggregate days of member- 
ship by the number of days in which schools were in session. 


In State Education Records and Reports Series: Handbook П, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education (USDE) recommends ADM as the best measure of pupil load 
and for computing per pupil expenditures. However, this unit of measure is not 
uniformly used throughout the country. 


Column 2 of Tables 3 and 4 gives the estimated ADM for 1981-82 and for 1982-83 
for the states reporting and an estimated total for the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia. In 1981-82 the estimated ADM total was 39,457,587; in 1982-83, 
38.578.972, which represents a decrease of 2.2 percent. 


The 10-year trend in ADM shows a decrease of 14.4 percent since 1972-73. The 
estimated ADM since 1972-73 is shown below:

Average Daily Attendance 


The average daily attendance (ADA) for the school year is the aggregate days the 
pupils were actually present in school divided by the number of days school was 
actually in session. From 1972-73 to 1982-83, ADA decreased 5,869,312, or 13.8 
percent. The figures below show the trend in ADA:

ADA was 92.3 percent of the fall enrollment in 1981-82 and is estimated to drop to 
92.0 percent in 1982-83 (Tables 3 and 4, column 5). 


Column 6 of Tables 3 and 4 shows that ADA was 93.9 percent of ADM in 1981-82 
and 94.2 percent in 1982-83 for the 50 states and the District of Columbia. The 
difference between 100 percent and the percents shown in this column is an 
indication of average daily absence. 


High School Graduates 


An estimated 2,643,349 high school pupils will graduate in 1982-83. This is a 
decrease of 3.5 percent over the estimated number of graduates in 1981-82 and 3.5 
percent lower than in 1972-73. The figures below show the 10-year trend:

INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF 


The instructional staff is comprised of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, 
librarians, guidance and psychological personnel, and related instructional 
workers. In these estimates the series on the total instructional staff is firmer than 
the series on the staff components because of the differences among states in the 
classifications of positions within the instructional staff and shifts in these classifi- 
cations over the years.

The total instructional staff in 1982-83 is estimated at 2,427,132. This is a decrease 
of 0.8 percent over the revised estimate of 2,448,955 staff members in 1981-82. NEA 
Research estimates of the numbers of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, 
and other instructional staff are shown below for the two years.

The elementary school classroom teachers totaled 1,176,711 in 1982-83, a loss of 0.9 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,189,059 for 1981-82. The elementary school 
classroom teaching staff has experienced a net increase of 3.0 percent since 1972-73. 


By 1982-83 the secondary school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 
961,861, a loss of 0.6 percent over the revised estimate of 968,768 for 1981-82. Over 
the years since 1972-73 the number of secondary school teachers has decreased 0.3 
percent. 


For 1982-83 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 2,138,572, a loss 
of 19,255 teachers over the revised estimate of 2,157,827 for 1981-82. Since 1972-73 
the total classroom teaching staff has experienced a net increase of 1.4 percent.

Instructional Staff Salaries 


The estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1982-83 is $21,520 
(Table 7). The revised estimate for 1981-82 is $20,114 (Table 7). The gain of $1,406 
represents an increase of 7.0 percent. 

These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff—classroom 
teachers, principals, supervisors, and other instructional personnel. In the compu- 
tation of the national average, each state average is weighted by the number of 


instructional staff members in the state.

The average annual salary of the instructional staff has steadily increased from 
1972-73 to 1982-83 at an annual rate of 7.3 percent. The average salary per member 
of the instructional staff in 1982-83 is estimated at $21,520, an increase of $11,307, or 
102.4 percent, over the average salary of $10,213 in 1972-73. 


Classroom Teachers’ Salaries 


For 1981-82 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to 
$19,142, or 95.2 percent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The 
revised average annual salary of elementary school teachers in 1981-82 was $18,679; 
of secondary school teachers, $19,712. 


For 1982-83 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $20,531, or 95.4 
percent of the figure for the entire instructional staff, and a gain of 7.3 percent over 
1981-82. The estimated average salary of elementary school teachers is $20,042; of 
secondary school teachers, $21,100. 


The average salaries paid classroom teachers from 1972-73 to 1982-83 are shown in 
the figures given below for elementary and secondary school teachers and all 
classroom teachers.

In terms of the constant 1966-67 dollar, the average classroom teacher salary 
dropped from $6,821 in 1966-67 to $6,769 in 1982-83. Insofar as the consumer price 
index accurately measures cost-of-living increases, the real loss in the purchasing 
power of average salaries has amounted to 0.8 percent in the 16 years since 1966-67. 


Differences among the states in average salaries are wide. Estimated average 
salaries paid to classroom teachers by state in 1982-83 vary from a low of $14,285 to 
a high of $33,953. Salaries of classroom teachers for the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia are distributed as follows:

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In 1982-83 the salary in the state with the highest average annual salary of instruc- 
tional staff is 240 percent higher than that in the state with the lowest salary. The 
dollar gap has grown from $8,049 in 1972-73 to $20,638 in 1982-83. 


REVENUE AND NONREVENUE RECEIPTS 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receipts of public schools are estimated at 
$120,287,942,000 for 1982-83. This is an increase of 5.4 percent over the revised 
estimated total receipts of $114,096,799,000 for 1981-82. 


All receipts that become available during the school year are reported. Receipts 
used for payment of principal and interest on long-term debt, and nonrevenue 
receipts used largely for capital outlay expenditures are included. The figures on 
expenditures, however, include capital outlay but not payments on principal. 
Chiefly for this reason, the total receipts will generally be in excess of the total 
expenditures. 


Revenue Receipts 


This series includes revenue receipts available for expenditures for current expenses 
(including nonday-school programs operated by the public schools), capital outlay, 
and debt service for public schools. Included as revenue receipts are all appropria- 
tions from general funds of federal, state, county, and local governments; receipts 
from taxes levied for school purposes; income from permanent school funds and 
endowments; income from leases of school lands and miscellaneous sources (inter- 
est on bank deposits, tuition, gifts, school lunch charges, etc.) 


For 1982-83, revenue receipts are estimated at $116,273,471,000, an increase of 5.4 


percent over the revised estimate of $110,273,572,000 for 1981-82. Estimates of 


federal revenues present special problems because it is difficult for some states to 
estimate the imputed value of surplus commodities distributed for school food 
programs. In addition, the flow of federal revenues to the schools is not as predicta- 
ble as is funding from state and local governments. Many states had not made final 
allotments to school systems from their share of federal revenue sharing by the close 
of the 1982 calendar year. 


From 1972-73 through 1982-83 school revenue receipts increased 122.0 percent at 


an average annual rate of 8.3 percent for the decade. Below are shown the revenue 
receipts since 1972-73 as estimated by NEA Research:

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State-by-state figures on the sources of school revenue are given in Tables 8 and 9, 
columns 2-4 and 6-8, for the years 1981-82 and 1982-83, respectively. These figures 
show an expected $160,237,000 increase in federal revenues, an expected increase of 
$4,286,557,000 in state revenues, and an increase of $1,553,105,000 in local 
revenues, for a total increase of $6.0 billion in revenue receipts for the year. 


The following figures show the amounts and percents of revenue receipts from 
federal, state, and local sources for the years 1972-73 through 1982-83. From 
1972-73 to 1977-78 the percentage of state receipts had fluctuated within a narrow 
percentage range, but, according to NEA estimates, state receipts at 50.3 percent 
have for the fifth year surpassed local and intermediate sources as the largest source 
of funds in 1982-83.

Nonrevenue Receipts 


Nonrevenue receipts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of 
property purchased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. The non- 
revenue receipts for 1982-83 were estimated at $4,014,471,000, an increase of 5.0 
percent over the revised estimate of $3,823,227,000 for 1981-82.

EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures of the public schools, including current expense, capital 
outlay, and interest, increased from $109,353,345,000 in 1981-82 to an estimated 
$116,931,093,000 in 1982-83. The increase of $7.6 billion includes expected expen- 


ditures from federal appropriations, rising state appropriations, and increasing - 
local tax revenues. Increased expenditures are estimated for all major categories of 


expenditure, i.e., current expenditures for elementary and secondary day schools, 
current expenditures for other programs (community services, community colleges, 
adult education, etc., when operated by local school districts), capital outlay, and 
interest on school debt. Repayment of principal on bonded indebtedness is not 
included. 


Total Expenditures 

The total amount to be spent during 1982-83 for current expenses, capital outlay, 
and interest on school debt represents a 6.9 percent increase over comparable 
expenditures estimated for 1981-82 and a 126.9 percent increase over 1972-73.

Current Expenditures 


Current expenditures of elementary and secondary day schools include amounts 
paid for general control, instructional service, operation, maintenance, fixed 
charges, and other school services at all levels of administration —state, interme- 
diate, and basic local. Current expenditures comprise all governmental contribu- 
tions to the retirement fund and expenditure for school services, including 
attendance, health services, transportation, the net cost of food services, and other 
school services. This figure does not include payments for capital outlay and 
interest on school debt or, except when otherwise noted, amounts spent for com- 
munity colleges, adult education, summer school, community services, and services 
to nonpublic school students. 
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The estimated current expenditures increased from $99,029,565,000 in 1981-82 to 
$106.027.982,000 in 1982-83. The following figures show the increases in current 
expenditures:

In the 10 years 
since 1972-73, current expenditures for public elementary and secondary day 
schools have increased 143.8 percent. 

Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADA 

The current expenditure per pupil in average daily attendance (ADA) for elemen- 
tary and secondary day schools for 1982-83 is estimated at $2,917, an increase of 
$245. over the revised figure of $2,672 for 1981-82.

Current expenditure per pupil in ADA increased from $1,030 in 1972-73 to an 
estimated $2,917 in 1982-83, a rise of 183.2 percent. Variations among the states in 
expenditures per pupil are wide. Estimated expenditure per pupil in ADA for 
1982-83 varies from a low of $1,546 to a high of $6,620. Expenditures per pupil in 
ADA in the 50 states and the District of Columbia are distributed as follows:

Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADM 


Average daily membership (ADM) is recommended as a better measure than ADA 
for use in computing per pupil expenditure. It represents an average of the pupils 
belonging—those attending (ADA) plus those absent—and provides a measure of 
the actual number of pupils for whom the expenditures were made. Because some 
states have not adopted this method of pupil reporting, figures on expenditures per 
pupil in ADM are incomplete. 


Column 4 of Tables 11 and 12 gives the expenditure per pupil in ADM for 1981-82 
(revised) and for 1982-83 for each of the states and the District of Columbia 
reporting ADM. From this incomplete return, NEA Research has estimated that 
for the 50 states and the District of Columbia the expenditure per pupil in ADM is 
$2,510 for 1981-82 and $2,748 for 1982-83.

TABLES 1-11 


The data shown by state and by region in Tables | to 11 are revised estimates for 
1981-82 and preliminary estimates for 1982-83. (Unless otherwise noted, these 
estimates are consistent with the accounting procedures defined and recommended 
by the U.S. Department of Education.) NEA Research's preliminary estimates are 
submitted to the cooperating agencies for verification or revision. 


Tables 1-11 show totals for “50 states and D.C.” This consists of a summation of the 
data for the 50 separate United States and the District of Columbia, for a grand 
total of 51 jurisdictions. The territories and the outlying areas are not included in 
this total. 


Unverified state figures identified below are NEA Research estimates based on 
regression equations for each variable. These regression-based estimates are used in 
those cases where the state departments of education did not submit complete 
Estimates reporting forms.

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GLOSSARY 


Average Daily Attendance, ADA. The aggregate days attendance of a given school 
during a reporting period divided by the number of days school is in session 
during this period. Only days on which the pupils are under the guidance and 
direction of teachers should be considered as days in session. The average daily 
attendance for groups of schools having varying lengths of terms is the sum of 
the average daily attendances obtained for the individual schools. 


Average Daily Membership, ADM. The aggregate membership of a school 
during a reporting period divided by the number of days school is in session 
during this period. Only days on which pupils are under the guidance and 
direction of teachers should be considered as days in session. The average daily 
membership for groups of schools having varying lengths of terms is the sum 
of the average daily memberships obtained for the individual schools. 


Average Salary. The arithmetic mean of the salaries of the group described. This 
figure is the average gross salary before deductions for Social Security, retire- 
ment, health insurance, etc. 


Basic Administrative Unit. The local school district, the unit for the operation of 
elementary and secondary schools or for contracting for school services. 


Capital Outlay. An expenditure that results in the acquisition of fixed assets or 
additions to fixed assets, which are presumed to have benefits for more than 
one year. It is an expenditure for land or existing buildings; improvements of 
grounds; construction of buildings; additions to buildings; remodeling of 
buildings; or initial, additional, and replacement of equipment. 


Classroom Teacher. A person who performs the day-to-day activities of teaching 
students all or aspects of the regular curriculum. 


Current Expenditures. Any expenditure except for capital outlay and debt service. 
Current expense includes total charges incurred, whether paid or unpaid. 


Current Expenditures for Elementary and Secondary Day Schools. Included are: 


a. Expenditures for ADMINISTRATION by the state board of education 
and the state department of education excluding expenditures for voca- 
tional rehabilitation and salaries for personnel who provide supplemen- 
tary services, such as state library, state museum, teacher retirement, 
teacher placement, etc. 

b. Expenditures for ADMINISTRATION by county or other intermediate 
administrative unit. 

c. Total current expenditures by local school districts, such as expenditures 
for administration, instruction, attendance, health, transportation, net 
food service, maintenance and operation, and other net expenditures to 
cover deficits for extracurricular activities for pupils. (Net food service 
also includes the value of commodities donated by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, such as those provided through the school lunch and milk 
programs.) 

d. Direct state expenditures for current operations, such as state (em- 
ployer) contributions to retirement systems, pension funds, or Social 
Security on behalf of public school employees; state expenditures for 


textbooks distributed to local school districts; and all other expendi- 
tures made by the state on behalf of free public elementary and secon- 
dary schools. Includes current expenditures made for vocational /techni- 
cal elementary or secondary education. 


Current Expenditures for Other Programs. Current expenses for summer schools, 
adult education, post-high-school vocational education, personnel retraining, 
and community services; services to private school pupils and payments to 
private schools or private school pupils, community centers, recreational 
activities, and public libraries, etc., when operated by local school districts and 
not part of the regular public elementary and secondary day-school program. 


Elementary. The school grades from kindergarten through grade six. 
Fall Enroliment (Enrollment). Pupil membership on or about October 1. 


High School Graduate. A person who receives formal recognition from the school 
authorities for completing the prescribed high school course of study; excludes 


equivalency certificates. 


Instructional Staff. Number of positions, not the number of different individuals 
occupying the positions during the school year. In local schools includes all 
public elementary and secondary (junior and senior high) day-school positions 
(or full-time equivalents) that are in the nature of teaching or in the improve- 
ments of the teaching-learning situation. Includes consultants or supervisors 
of instruction, principals, teachers, guidance personnel, librarians, psycholog- 
ical personnel, and other instructional staff. Excludes attendance personnel, 
health services personnel, clerical personnel, and junior college staff. 


Interest on School Debt. The amount spent by and for local education agencies 
for interest payments on bonds and short- and long-term loans. School 
housing authority interest payments are also included. 


Nonoperating School District. A school district that does not provide direct 
instruction for pupils but contracts with or pays tuition to other district(s). 


Nonrevenue Receipts. The amount received by local education agencies from the 
sale of bonds and real property and equipment; loans and proceeds from 


insurance adjustments. 


Nonsupervisory Instructional Staff. Persons such as curriculum specialists, 
counselors, librarians, remedial specialists, and others possessing educational 
certification but who are not responsible for regular day-to-day teaching of the 


same group of pupils. 


Operating School District. A school district that directly provides instruction for 
pupils by hiring its own staff. 


Revenue Receipts. Additions to assets that do not incur an obligation that must 
be met at some future date and do not represent exchanges of property for 
money. Assets must be available for expenditures. 
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Secondary. The school grades of seven through twelve. 


Supervisory Staff. Principals, assistant principals, and supervisors of instruction 
(does not include superintendents or assistant superintendents). 


Total Expenditures. Includes all current expenditures, capital outlay, and interest 
on the school debt. 
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
